That was th# problem which President Hoover 
and congress tackled In the special session called for 
the purpose of improving the economic status of 
agriculture 
Most recent figures show that only 25 
percent of the Ration s population la engaged In farm­ 
ing. A year ago the national income was computed 
at ninety billions of dollars. Agriculture in 1928 re­ 
ceived only twelve and one-half billions of it, a man­ 
ifestly unfair portion 
What congress and what Pres­ 
ident Hoover had In mind in framing farm legislation 
was that the farm income should be Increased to be­ 
tween fifteen and sixteen billions of dollars 
If The 
Tribune's estimates are accurate, nature has already 
accomplished what It was hoped to achieve by legis­ 
lation.

Because farming is the basic occupation In Ne­ 
braska, and because no state in the union Is more 
purely agricultural than this commonwealth.

cumstances the shares these persons had partly paid 
for were sold by their brokers, who were compelled to 
taka such action to safeguard themselves against loss. 
Following each decline there was a temporary recov­ 
ery marked by renewed bull operations in "speculative 
favorites.’* only to give way to another downturn 
later on. 
There Is some ground for the belief that special 
stocks are being boosted by Insiders for the purpose 
of keeping the whole market at as high a level as pos­ 
sible while they sell off large holdings of other shares, 
which, at the moment, are not receiving much atten­ 
tion. After the bulk of these has passed into other 
hands, the support now being given to high-priced 
Issues may be withdrawn, with the result that all 
vee unties will go into a slump. 
While no one can accurately foretell the future 
course of the market. It would seem that right now is 
a mighty good time for inexperienced people to avoid 
burning their fingers 
There Is not much prospect 
that stock prices can go up higher than they are at 
present, generally speaking, because they have already 
been ballooned out of all proportion to the average 
dividend returns.

There Is a limit to the multiplication of stocks, 
which not even the great industrial combinations 
formed in recent years can overstep 
Oenerat business, as distinguished from specula­ 
tive buying and selling, seems to be on a firm and 
fairly prosperous footing the country over 
It will 
doubtless continue to make progress by adding to the 
country's production and wealth and supplying the 
needs of the people. 
On the other hand, all signs 
are that the bull market In Wall street has nearly run 
its course. 
It will be beneficial to legitimate trade 
when the fever of stock gambling subsides.
